| historian Dr. Baxter said: 
j “ ‘Those whom the Gods would

wisely. Even toaay England, that 
i great and mighty Empire, faces 
a diminishing of power simply 
because she has. misused it.

“Out of the past," continued 
(Dr. Baxter, “in the long sweep 
of time the wind sweeps away 
the dross from civilizations, and 
as each one has dwindled into 
senility, the best things in each 
of them have given something into 
the great pool of future civili¬ 
zations.” 

The speaker also pointed out 
that the forces at work today 
are very old forces that have 
been shaping up through cen¬ 
turies of struggle for existence 
and power. The pattern of his¬ 
tory, he said, has a definite 
rythmn and design that can not 
be changed over the period of a 
few years, and when the long 
story of history is told in years 
to come he believes that our last 
100 years will show that we are 
drifting in the right direction.
